Within the 
Superfund site, approximately 
650 feet of the pipeline will trav- 
el through a “clean corridor” of 
soil located on top of a “geotex- 
tile” covering placed above high- 
ly contaminated soils. 

The perimeters of Woburn's 
245-acre Industri-plex Superfund 
Site, which has been remediated 
and redeveloped, includes a 
Target department _ store, 
Marriott Residence Inns, Petco, 
Starbucks, Raytheon, and the 
Anderson Regional 
‘Transportation Center. 

According to Anthony Zuena, 
President of SEA Consultants, 
Inc.; the engineering firm over-

Environmental improvements completed

WILMINGTON - On Monday, 
town, state, and federal offi- 
cials gathered at Silver Lake to 
view a demonstration on the 
new low-impact development 
(LID) project recently com- 
pleted. The improvements will 
improve water quality in Silver 
Lake and address drought and 
flooding difficulties in the 
Ipswich River. The project, 
with a price tag totaling 
$450,000, was funded by the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) Targeted 
Watershed Grant to the 
Department of Conservation 
and Recreation (DCR), and the 
Town of Wilmington. 


“We're very pleased,” said 
Wilmington Town Manager, 
Michael Caira. “We think it 
will help minimize the beach 
closings.” 

And it may already have. 
Despite the recent heavy rain 
falls, which historically have 
caused bacteria levels in the 
lake to rise, the lake has 
remained clean and open. 
“We're not seeing (the beach 
closings) this year,” said Ciara. 
Four types of permeable 
paving have been installed in 
the beach parking lot. This new 
innovation allows for stormwa 
ter to go through the porous 
pavement, instead of across it

Barely a year earlier, Avco. 
which had flourished in the avi 
ition industry for nearly thirty 
years, first entered the defense 
industry Aveo CEO Victor 
Emmanuel had learned that 
the U.S. Air Force was experi 
encing reentry problems with 
the intercontinental ballistic 
missile ‘ICBM! program.

DEP’s sloppy supervision 
of Maple Meadow Landfill 


Dear Editor, 

Thank you for giving front 
page attention to the $10,000 
fine given to a former DEP 
official, Mike Rostowski by 
the State Ethics Commission. 
This ruling can be very help- 
ful in the Appeal of the Maple 
Meadow Landfill (MML) 
Land Court decision so that 
we can uphold our bylaws 
restricting the height to sixty 
feet above the surrounding 
area. It will show that the 
monitoring of the MML was 
out of control and needed 
attention in the form of 
bylaws. In fact, two officials 
(both DEP) switched sides - 
went from being a state regu- 
lator to part of the landfill 
operation - one can only spec- 
ulate what deals were made 
before the actual transfer. 

A few dozen people have put 
in an extraordinary amount of 
time - over 6 years - to bring 


the issues at the MML to pub- 
lic awareness. The formation 
of the Citizens Advisory Panel 
and hiring of the engineering 
firm Geolnsight confirmed all 
our prior concerns, but unfor- 
tunately too late to keep mil- 
lions of tons of contaminated 
21E soils from being dumped 
into an extraordinary aquifer 
which provided the Town with 
millions of dollars of water 
revenue. Even now the latest 
Geolnsight report speaks of 
steep slopes which cannot be 
maintained 
It is time for the Department 
of Environmental Protection 
to stand up to their sloppy 
supervision and take control 
of the situation.

Dear Mr. Secretary, 

iT have served as a Wilmington 
State Representative since 1977, 
and I have represented the town 
of Wilmington in the 
Massachusetts legislature since 
that time. Prior to my election to 
the legislature, I sewed the town 
4s Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, and before that as a 
member of the Wilmington 
Ptanning Board. The only reason 
1 mention my experience is to 
demonstrate my intricate knowl- 
edge of the environmental and 
public health issues the Town of 
Wilmington will continue to face 
until all of the outstanding issues 
are addressed. 

e has been designated 
as a Tier 1 site, the worst possi- 
ble listing by the — state 
Department of Environmental 
Protection regarding contamina- 
tion. It is also one of the most 
complicated sites that the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP) has attempted to 
address. The DEP has initiated 
ss lo get this site desig- 
a National Priorities 
List (NPL) site by the Federal 
Environmental Protection 


Agency. Since the last petition 
was filed, the listing of this site 
has progressed. I fully expect 
that this site will be listed in the 
spring. The Regional EPA office 
has assigned a project manager 
and community liaison. The rea- 
son the DEP requested the list- 
ing is they have been unable to 
reach a strategic agreement 
with Olin Corporation to clean 
up the excessive groundwater 
contamination at the site. This 
process is just beginning and I 
firmly believe that no action 
should be taken with this site 
until the EPA has the opportuni- 
ty to fully examine the environ- 
mental disaster that this site is. 

The discovery of nm 
Nitrosodimethylamine (NDMA) 
has forced the community to 
close down 5 of the public water 
supply wells in the Maple 
Meadow Brook Aquifer. These 
wells have been closed down 
indefinitely, and they comprise 
60% of the town's water supply. 
Many other chemicals of con- 
cern have been identified at this 
site, but many more remain 
unidentified. 

Prior to the closure of these 
wells due to contamination, the 
Bureau of Environmental Health 
Assessment of Massachusetts 
has been conducting a public 
health study in The Town of 
Wilmington, at my request. This 
study was initiated to determine 
an environmental etiology of 
abnormally high incidences of 
childhood cancers _ including 
Brain Tumors, Hodgkin's and 
Non-Hodgkin's Lymphoma and 
Leukemia. In addition to the 


DPH study, I also petitioned the 
Agency for Toxic Substances and 
Disease Registry (ATSDR) to 
conduct a distribution study to 
determine the extent of the expo- 
sure, as well as the history if pos- 
sible. 

I am vehemently opposed to 
New England Transrail's pro- 
posed project. I am amazed that 
anybody would even consider 
this site for any project until the 
site is cleaned up. The properly 
at 51 Eames St, where the appli- 
cant has proposed for this devel- 
opment is an absolute cesspool. 

The residents have been 
exposed to numerous health and 
environmental hazards and this 
project will only exacerbate the 
problem. 

The National Environmental 
Policy Act of 1969, which I 
believe you are governed by, 
specifically states the intention 
of Congress in Section 101 [42 
USC 4331] (b) 2. to "assure all 
Americans safe, helpful, produc- 
tive and aesthetically and cultur- 
ally pleasing surroundings." 
SAFE, HELPFUL and PRO- 
DUCTIVE. How does this project 
provide a safe environment for 
my constituents and neighbors 
in Wilmington? It does not. It 
puts the residents at incredible 
risk. In some instances, we do 
not even know, the extent of the 
risk. 

Allowing this transfer station 
to proceed is irresponsible and 
negligent. How can we know how 
the chemicals on site will react 
to those transported and trans- 
ferred from rail to trucks? 

I propose that this project be 


You're never alone when you 
have a family.

by the parent can cause much 
heartache and conflict 
Resentment toward the parent 
and hostility toward their sibling 
is common. The parent is usual- 
ly oblivious to the situation. 
These parents would swear they 
never favored any child. They 
loved their children equally. 
Some children, because of their 
pleasant and outgoing personali- 
ty, get more attention and feel 
more accepted. Then there are 
children who by their tempera- 
ment show rejection and dislike 
for their parent without being 
aware of it. Some children have 
good reason to dislike their par- 
ents. 

If parents are abusive and 
uncaring, their children have a 
dilemma. No matter how hard 
they try chances are they will 
never have a happy family. They 
usually will seek to establish a 
family of their own. It could be 
close friendships or an organized 
gang. It would pay for parents to 
evaluate the family's relation- 
ships. Saving your family is too 
important to overlook. 

Many feel they are good and 
loving parents. They don't find it 
necessary to look further. Their 
children are never deprived. 
They have all the luxuries money 
can buy. However, money can't 
buy meaningful time with your 


child. One to one talks with your 
child go a long way in showing 
acceptance and caring. Playing 
and laughing can set the tone of 
loving interaction. Harmony can 
be achieved without costing you 
a penny. Keep that line of com- 
munication and involvement 
flowing. The importance of sav- 
ing family is worth all the time 
and effort you can give. I've seen 
children spend a lifetime trying 
to bond with a parent they feel 
has rejected them. The parent 
could be abusive, insensitive and 
cruel; yet the child usually for- 
gives all. There are times you 
would expect the opposite. Some 
children show only hatred rather 
than love to protect the pain of 
feeling deprived of love. Many 
children keep acting out, defy- 


anger and be rejected than to 
show love and be denied. If par- 
ents understand these reactions 
they can usually make things 


right. 

How often have you heard: I 
couldn't have done it without my 
family." Some men who are pris- 
oners of war have nothing to 
hold on to. They are deprived of 
adequate water and food. 
Reading and exercise to pass 
time do not exist. They feel only 
pain and helplessness. Yet the 
beautiful memories of family 


immediately stopped. 

The residents of Wilmington 
and Woburn have suffered 
enough due to past mistakes. Do 
not exacerbate the problem by 
allowing this project to proceed. 
Wilmington and Woburn have 
already had their share of envi- 
ronmental and health disasters. 
Our children and _ residents 
deserve the opportunity to live 
without fear of continuing envi- 
ronmental exposure. 

Before deciding on this issue, I 
implore you to think about the 
people your decision will affect. 
Please take into consideration 
all the comments from the 
Towns of Wilmington and 
Wobum and their residents. 

Also, I would like to request 
that the Board schedule a local 
public hearing and site walk. It 
is imperative that the residents 
and local and state officials have 
the opportunity to meet with 
those about to make a decision 
that greatly impacts their lives. 

I also request that New 
England Transrail's application 
be subject to the strictest envi- 
ronmental review with new 
analysis. 

We have suffered too long. 
Please do not approve this pro- 
ject. 

The Town of Wilmington has 
already become an environmen- 
tal disaster area.

WILMINGTON - A mini “fun- 
raiser” is being planned as 
part of this year's Fun on the 
Fourth activities to benefit two 
special Wilmington town pro- 
jects: the Shawsheen 
Playground and Butters Farm.

“Free credit monitoring will 
help safeguard those who 
may be affected, and will pro- 
vide them with the peace of 
mind they deserve,” he added, 
The Secretary said VA has 
no reason to believe the per- 
petrators who committed this 
burglary were targeting the 
data, and Federal investiga- 
tors believe that it is unlikely 
that identity theft has result- 
ed from the data theft 

This week, VA will solicit 
bids from qualified compa 
nies to provide a comprehen- 
sive credit monitoring solu- 
tion. VA will ask these com 
panies to provide expedited 
proposals and to be prepared 
to implement them rapidly 
once they are under contract 
After VA hires a credit mon. 
itoring company, the 
Department will send a 
detailed letter to people 
whose sensitive personal 
information may have been 
included in the stolen data 
This letter will explain credit 
monitoring and how eligible 
people can enroll or “opt- in” 
for the services. The 
Department expects to have 
the services in place and the 
letters mailed by mid-August 
Secretary Nicholson also 
announced VA is soliciting 
bids to hire a company that 
provides data-breach analy 
sis, which will look for possi 
ble misuse of the stolen VA 
data, The analysis would help 
measure the risk of the data 
loss identify suspicious mis 
use of identity information 
and expedite full assistance to 
affected people 

As part of VA's efforts to pre- 
vent such an incident from

The battlefield and the ene 
mies have changed in the years 
following the Cold War, but 
armed conflict has continued 
and the need to provide our 
armed services with the most 
effective tools has not dimin 
ished.

One of the most impressive 
results has been Sensor Fuzed 
Weapons (SFW). 

The SFW is a_1,000-pound

smart air-to-ground munition 
ible to target and strike multi- 
ple moving and fixed targets 
over a area Upon 
being dropped over the target, 
the SFW sheds its skin and 
deploys 10 smaller canister 
shaped objects, known as BLU- 
108's, each with its own small 
parachute 

Once it reaches a specified 
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50 yrs of inmovation 


altitude, the chute is cut away 
and the BLU-108 begins to spin 
cylindrically at a high rate of 
speed. This helps to slow the 
descent and allows it to further 
deploy the four “Skeet” war- 
heads contained in each canis- 
ter. With the centrifugal force 
of the spin, the Skeet warheads 
are thrown out of the BLU-108 
like Frisbees. Each Skeet is 
equipped with sensor technolo- 
gy enabling it to lock onto the 
thermal signature of a tank or 
other military vehicle. If no 
target is found before the Skeet 
reaches the ground, the self- 
destruct mechanisms kick in. 
Should every self destruct fail 
to work, it is equipped with a 
battery that is depleted after 
two minutes making the war- 
head completely inert 

Humanitarians have com- 
mend the weapon's multiple 
self destruct devices, which 
ensure that no active warheads 
remain after the battle is fin- 
ished, thus creating a “clean 
battlefield” for the safety of 
civilians. 

History was made and the 
SFW received worldwide recog 
nition on April 2, 2003 when the 
Air Force dropped six SFW's on 
a column of Iraqi tanks advanc 
ing on U.S. military forces. 
Every tank was effectively 
destroyed and it marked the 
first time in history that a 
“smart-guided” cluster bomb 
was used in combat. 

Subsequent operations con. 
firmed the high military value 
of this unique weapon. 

“This is a very significant 
time for us,” Ellen Lord 
Textron Systems' vice president 
of intelligent battlefield sys- 
tems, is quoted as saying in 
Vision 50. “We're spiraling out 
new technology, putting a 
sophisticated generation of 
products directly into the 
warfighters' hands.”

“Pipelines all over the country 
and this state are running 
through contamination and 
there is no migration into the 
pipes,” Woods said. “These 
pipes generate a large amount 
of pressure - materials migrate 
out, not in.” 

All appropriate safeguards, 
according to Zuena, will be put 
into place. Pipes passing over 
Class C/D soils will be con- 
structed with restrained joints. 
Even if the pipe were ever to 
experience a break, sensors 
would recognize a sudden 
decrease in pressure and would 
isolate the area. The affected 
area of pipe would be drained, 
cleaned, and tested before 
bringing it back online. 

Chairman Raymond Lepore 
pointed to the fact that the 
installation of Wilmington's 
connecting pipeline would not 
be a pioneering venture - there 
are currently water mains ser: 
vicing all of the buildings cur 
rently on the site 

“We're just going parallel to 
the existing infrastructure,” 
Lepore remarked. 

Selectman Michael. Newhouse 
supported moving forward and 
accepting the intermunicipal 
agreement. 

“It is essential for the Town of 
Wilmington to move forward in 
finding an adequate supply of 
safe drinking water for the res- 
idents,” Newhouse said. “I am 
prepared to rely on the quali- 
fied experts that we've hired to 
determine the best route.” 

McCoy and Sullivan were also 
concerned with the costs asso- 
ciated with the construction of 
the pipeline. Several years ago, 
Olin Corporation agreed to pay 
$3 million worth of construction 
costs associated with the pro- 
ject. The estimated costs have 
gone up since that agreement 
was reached and are now esti- 
mated at between $4.2 million 
and $4.5 million. According to 
Woods and Town Manager 
Michael Caira, Olin has verbal- 
ly agreed to cover the increased 
costs as recently as this past 
Friday. A written agreement to 
that effect is being put together.

offered to bring in generators 
and emergency lights 

Town crews arrived within 
moments after selectmen 
agreed to make the call. 
Generators powered emergency 
lights, the computer used for 
the presentation, and even the 
WCTV cameras and sound- 
board 

Ironically, power was restored 
just moments after the presen- 
tation had resumed under 
emergency power. 

According to Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
(RMLD), all of Wilmington lost 


entire town 


power at approximately 7:40 
p.m. on Monday evening, 
though portions of Park Street 
and one or two other isolated 
areas reported not experienc- 
ing any outage. 

RMLD reports also that a 
majority of customers in 
Reading were affected by the 
outage, which has been blamed 


on faulty equipment at 
NSTAR's Dragon Court 
Substation in Woburn. Only 


one of the two transmission 
lines owned by NSTAR, which 
feed RMLD's Gaw Substation 
in Reading, was operating at 
the time of the outage; the 


Silver Lake 
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This design also filters runoff 
before reaching the lake. 


Conventional paving surfaces, 
such as asphalt, only allow for 
stormwater to run off the sur- 
face, thus pooling together with 
pollutants such as lawn chemi- 
cals and goose droppings before 
making its way into the lake. 

In addition, bioretention cells 
have been created. These land- 
scaped areas use soil and 
plants to temporarily reserve 
excess runoff from heavy rains 

State Representative James 
Miceli was on hand for the 
unveiling of the project. “It 
goes a long way to abate the 
contamination in the lake,” he 
said. 

Miceli stated that in recent 
years Wilmington has had neg- 
ative environmental publicity 
due to Olin Chemical Company, 
Maple Meadow Landfill, and 
the newest “disaster,” accord- 
ing to Miceli, Transrail, which 
would allow for Wilimington to ff 
become the hub of all waste 
being shipped out. “This is a 
positive thing,” said Miceli 

Coinciding with the recon- 
struction of the parking lot is 
two planted swales at either 
end of the beach, replacing the 
drainpipes, The landscape in 
these areas filters stormwater 
from surrounding neighbor- 
hoods before it reaches the 
lake. These areas are also less

attractive to geese, whose drop- 
pings are believed to be a 
major culprit of bacteria in the 
lake. 

“We're very excited to see 
these low-impact development 
techniques applied in an area 
where the water quality 
improvements and the ground- 
water recharge benefits are 
both so critical,” said DCR 
Commissioner Stephen 
Burrington. “The increased 
recharge from these kinds of 
techniques ‘not only helps keep 
the Ipswich River flowing dur- 
ing dry times, but also reduces 
the kind of flash flooding prob- 
lems that have been so serious 
recently.” 

The Ipswich River has been

“endangered” river in the 
United States.

other was out of service for rou- 
tine maintenance when the 
fault occurred. 

“NSTAR crews worked on the 
lines which are normally very 
reliable,” said RMLD 
Engineering and Operations 
Manager Pete Dion. “Most cus- 
tomers in both communities 
had their power restored at 
8:45." 

The NSTAR transmission line 
runs between Winchester and 
Tewksbury and services many 
of the communities in the area. 
The outage also affected 
NSTAR customers in Woburn, 
Burlington and Stoneham 


Street. “Rain gardens” and 
pavers like those in the parking 
lot at the beach have been

It’s been said on many occa- 
sions that great players have a 
way of stepping up their game 
when the pressure is at its 
greatest and when the stakes 
are at their highest.

To wrap up his remarkable 
season, Peterson pitched three 
scoreless innings of relief in the 
Eagles win over BC High in the 
state semi-finals, and two more 
scoreless relief innings against 
Algonquin in the title game. 

“It wasn't so much I felt like I 
had to step up my game, but I 
knew how important the play- 
offs were to our team,” 
Peterson said. “Everyone 
wanted the — state title. 
Everyone had such high expec- 
tations for us this year and we 
had such high expectations for 
ourselves,” 

If one wanted to nitpick had 
Peterson's reputation as a 
great big game pitcher, about 
the only argument that could 
be made is that he is so consis- 
tently outstanding that it would 
be difficult to say that he actu- 
ally improves in the playoffs. 

The regular season stats for 
the Marist bound Peterson 
were, after all, incredible as 
well. He posted an 8-0 record

those four teams competing. 

Last week's letter said " 'A' 
team parents took great sport 
jokingly asking ‘are you even 
going to show up?"

Airplane enthusiasts last 
week had an opportunity to 
take a ride in a vintage pas- 
sage airliner at the Lawrence 
Municipal Airport, as the EAA 
1929 Ford Tri-Motor Tour came 
to Massachusetts, 

The tour, the first with this 
airplane to the East Coast, 
included opportunities for avi- 
ation enthusiasts to see and 
ride in the world’s first mass- 
produced airliner. Several of 
the airports on the tour 
(including Lawrence) have not 
seen a Ford Tri-Motor on its 
runway for decades. 

“This airplane allows people 
to experience the true living 
history of aviation, as well as 
learn more about EAA and our 
mission to help people fully 
participate in the world of 
flight,” said Adam Smith, 
director of the EAA AirVenture 
Museum in Oshkosh, Wis., 
where the airplane is based. 

“This is the first time we've 
brought the airplane to this 
region of the country, which 
means thousands of people will 
get a rare glimpse of a unique 
flying machine that changed 
the way people travel in 
America.” 

"It's a real time machine," 
said Sean Elliott, EAA director 
of flight operations. "It gives 
you a chance to experience the 
sights, sounds and smells that 
you can't understand reading a 
book. This is a piece of living 
history." 

The Ford Tri-Motor, nick- 
named the “Tin Goose,” was 
built by the Ford Motor 
Company in the late 1920s. 
EAA's airplane underwent a 
12-year restoration beginning 
in the 1970s and since the mid- 
1980s, has been based at the 
EAA museum's historic 
Pioneer Airport. This facility 
is a faithful re-creation of an

early aerodrome, including fly- 
ing activities from a 2,000-foot 
grass airstrip. 

Henry Ford mobilized mil- 
lions of Americans and creat- 
ed a new market with his 
Model T “Tin Lizzie” automo- 
bile from 1909 to 1926. After 
World War I he recognized the 
potential for mass air trans- 
portation. Ford's Tri-Motor 
aircraft, nicknamed “The Tin 
Goose,” was designed to build

Dynamite’s Jared Hess as well 
as Jerusha Hess and School of 
Rock writer Mike White is an 
embarrassment. 

The movie is amateurish, 
excruciating to watch, and dif- 
ficult to believe that men with 
comic sharp minds such as 
Hess, White and Jack Black 
could fall so short of the mark. 

The story revolves around 
Nacho (Black), an orphan with 
no skills, who is a cook — and 
a bad one — at the monastery 
where he was raised. 

Nacho wants to earn money 
to buy better ingredients so he 
can cook better meals for the 
orphans and priests — as well 
as the newly arrived Sister 
Encarnacion, He decides to 
become a wrestler. 

The movie's jokes basically 
revolve around Nacho getting 
beat up in the ring as well as 
several revolving around flatu 
lence. 


The humor is strictly grade 
school. The movie is missing 
the wit and charm Hess, who 
directs, created for Napoleon 
Dynamite and White and Black 
used in School of Rock. 

Black’s phony Mexican 
accent is awful, but maybe 
that’s part of the joke.

For the last several years 
Gore has been touring the 
world with what he calls “the 
slide show a sophisticated 
multimedia presentation that 
carefully lays out the history of 
global warming. It's the world’s 
biggest PowerPoint presenta. 
tion, and Gore walks the stage 
in front of a massive screen 
onto which charts, maps, pho 
tos and text are projected 

Referring to his presenta 
tion as “a nature hike through 
the Book of Revelation.” Gore 
informs us that 2005 had the 
highest temperatures ever 
recorded, and that the 10 
hottest years in recorded histo: 


tors in 


ry happened in the last 14 
years. 

He contrasts photos of glaci- 
ers and ice floes taken decades 
ago with more recent shots to 
illustrate their accelerated 
melting. He says Arctic biolo- 
gists are finding the bodies of 
polar bears that have drowned 
while looking in vain for solid 
ice upon which they can rest 
and hunt. 

The culprit, Gore insists, is 
carbon dioxide generated by 
our fossil fuel-burning lifestyle 
Americans contribute more 
carbon dioxide to the atmos- 
phere than the rest of the world 
combined. 

Gore’s presentation has 
been so carefully scripted and 
thoroughly rehearsed that 
there’s hardly a second of 
spontaneity in it, His message:

Slowly the plane begins to 
taxi, taking off over Lawrence, 
Lowell and portions of Routes 
95 and 93, and for the next 10 
minutes or so we are trans- 
ported back to 1929, imagining 
what it must have been like for 
travelers making a three hour 
journey on such a plane, at a 
top speed of about 105 mph. 
Sigfried controls the tail flaps
